Retard Plowing; 
Wheat is Aided

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Spring 
plowing and grain seeding, re- 
tarded for several weeks by wet 
soil, have been further delayed by 


rains during the week 
ending yesterday, reports today to 
the Weather Bureau showed. 


Very little seeding of spring oats 


or wheat was done during the 
week, the bureau said its agents re- 
ported, and not much sowing of 
oats has as yet been done in most 
of the section largely deyoted to 
oats in the central and upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley. . 

The abundant moisture, how- 
ever, aided winter wheat, which 
has made rapid growth except in 
few western and southwestern 
localities.

LONDON, April 5.—Downing 
street is much worried about the 
growing disorder in Ireland and 
more particniarly about the failure 
of the provisional government to 
control the Dec Valeraista bands 
which are roaming the country, 
robbing banks, holding up trains, 
ambushing police and soldiers, cap- 
turing arms and threatening to set 
up a dictatorship. , 

It is particularly feared that these 
bands are planning some massed 
attack on the Ulster frontier for 
the purpose of destroying the 
| agreement between Ulster and the 
provisional government. 

Military advisers are urging the 
drawing of a cordon of British 
troops establishing a neutral zone 
along tha Ulster frontier, but Prime 
Minister Lioyd George is opposed 
ee this because he fears it would 
prejudice the influence of Arthur 
Griffith and Michael Collins, in 
whose good faith he has confi- 
dence. The other ministers agree 
with him, but it is felt that Messrs. 
| Griffith and Collins must drop the 
defensive and adopt an aggressive 
attitude before long if they are 
to be swamped. 

In the meantime the military 
authorities are quietiy accumpulat- 
ing troops at convenient points on 
the, British coast, ‘whence they 
could be shipped quickly to Ire- 
land if the De Valeraistas attempt 
a military coup.

Coolidge Tells Policies of 


White House is Now Open 
to All People | 


Great Liberal Movement is 
Felt in World 


[BY 4. P. NIGHT war.) 
LANSING (Mich.) April 5.—The 
high duty of a nation is to itself 


and its own people and before 
America can minister to other na- 
tions there must be health and 
Prosperity at home. Vice-Presi- 
dent Coolidge declared here to- 
night in an address before a Re- 
publican gathering. The first 
thought ofthe present administra- 
tiom, he added, has been of our 
own country, of our own domestic 
Welfare. 

The refusal of the United States 
to diminish her sovereignty by 
becoming a part of the Treaty of 
Versailles and the covenant ot 
the League of Nations, left the 
mation free to determine its own 
relationship to other peoples and 
to manage its own internal policies, 
the Vice-President declared. He 
added that “this has been the 
great problem of the present ad- 
ministration.”’ 

There has never been any doubt 
that this country oe recognize 
its necessary relatio ip to other 
nations, he said, “but our own peo- 
ple must be strong before they can 
strengthen other peoples.” The 


the people and approach to the 
President has not been hindered, 
Mr. Coolidge said. Communication 
between Congress and the Presi- 
dent has likewise been open, frank 
and conclusive, he added. There 
has been no coercion and no serv- 
ility, but a strict observance of 


constitutional independence, bred 
of mutual respect and con- 
fidence. 


GREAT LABERAL MOVEMENT 

“The truth ia” the Vice-Presi- 
dent continued, “the nation has 
been participating in a great lib- 
eral movement which has been felt 
around the world. It has had its 
effect alike on our domestic in- 


| renounce al! sanctions of 
\foree and rely on the freedom of 
| Feason. The President has pre- 
sented his programs to Congress. 
He has given his views when asked, 
/but neither in an attempt te ob- 
tain legislation nor to secure the 
ratification of treaties has there 
been any resort to pressure. There 
has been a free government. Juris- 
diction over it has been restored 
to the people.” 

If those who think the present 
Congress lacking in accomplish- 
ment would cease their eriticiem

A firm foundation has 
‘been laid for the promotion of pros 
perity, he asserted, explaining that 
}economic freedom had been  ad- 
vaneed by effective removal of re- 
straints of trade and that also 
there bad been no officious med- 
diing of the government in private 
business. 


REDUCE EXPENDITURES 


Economies have made it podsible, 
bev said, to reduce government ex- 
penditures from an actual outlay 
of $5,500,000,000 for the last 
to an estimated outlay of $3,500,- 
000,000 for the coming year. 

This accomplishment, he added, 
has had a remarkably beneficia) ef- 
fect. It has made. possible the 
passage of the revenue bill, which 
for the first year it is in operation, 
he explained, will reduce taxation 
by an estimated amount of about 
$#09,000,000. 

The costs of transportation had 
already been greatly reduced and 
are being further investigated for 
a general readjustment, and he as- 
serted further, “the prosperity of 
the nation, the ma ement of the 
business of the nation, has 
restored to the people.”

The Los Angeles cotton dealing 
community was interested yester-

interests at San Diego would short- 
ly make an offer to the local cot- 
ton brokers and shippers which 
would draw them to the southern 
city. At present the Los Angeles 
eotton dealers are said to be dis- 
sutistied over the slipshod way 
they say their shipments are han- 
died at the municipal compress 
and over the impending county tax- 
ution of $2 per bale. 

In their present state of mind, it 
is considered very probable that 
the Los Angeles cotton interests 
would welcome a move to San Die- 
go if sufficient inducements were 
offered. According to one story go- 
ing the rounds, the San Diego au- 
thorities are willing to build a cot- 
ton compress and operate it gratis 
for the shippers for three years if 
they will locate there. Freight

L. Brett and Harry Clester, yester- 
day took the stand in his own de 
fense and testified tNat the re- 
ported confession he made,-the 
night of his arrest was signed only 
after he had been promised im- 
munity and his life had been 
threatened. 


Wheaton was called ‘to the etand 


by the prosecution in an effort to 
lay the foundation for the intro- 
duction before the jury of the aa- 
serted confession. The prosecu- 
tion charges that the statement 
was made by Wheaton freely and 
voluntarily. The defense contends 
that the arresting officers prom- 
ised him immunity if he would 
make “a statement.” 


TELLS OF NIGHT IN JAIL 
Wheaton, who was arrested De- 


cember 21, said he was taken to 
the police station and locked in a 
cell from which he was removed 
shortly afterward. He said the 
officers calied him vile names and 
took him to a room which defense 
attorneys attempted to designate 
as the “sweating-room* without re- 
sult. Wheaton called it the “third- 
degree room.” As he was being 
taken to the_room one of the of- 
ficers told him, he testified: “We'll 
hang you,” and under this threat, 
he signed his statement. 


J. T. R. Smith, a newspapér re- 


porter, testified that Wheaton was 
in the room from about midnight 
to 3:30 a.m. The defense hopes to 
prove by this that the officers tak- 
ing the statement “browbeat” him 
into making the confession. 


“When you made thie statement,” 


asked C. S. Mauk, defense attor- 
ney, “did you believe you were 
making it as a State witness?” 


I did,””’ answered Rowell. 
“And where you under the same

“I was.” 
Rowell sald that after he had 


made the statement and before he

HE SOCIAL CHANGE IN INDIA. 

British difficulties In India have, ac- 
cordigg to St. Nihal Singh, writing in the 
Lonion Observer, arisen chiefly through 4 
new social consciousnéss which the British 
themselves have been responsible for incul- 
cating in the Indians. 

A few years ago “educated Indians” had 
a supreme contempt for their illiterate 
| brothers, but since they have learned the 
|charms and power of the political “demo 
cratic manner” from the English, they have 
turned it to good account in their attitude 
toward the masses. Mr. Singh says that on 
revisiting India after fifteen years, he was 
amazed to see how much of this class con- 


cated classes,” or, what may better be 


illiterate brethren, persons who. formerly 
would let anyone walk over them without 
so much as whimpering, are now standing 
erect and demanding thelr rights. 

“The officials who have not moved with 
the times are, of course, aghast at this 
sudden sense of self-respect among the In- 
dian people. But they cannot stop the 
process of transition. The old order of 
servile India is doomed to extinction.” 

And the trouble began, he thinks, with 
the British government's order to its offi- 


eration and politeness. The Englishman in 

dia suddenly dropped his hauteur and 
impressive attitude of beéssy superiority 
and started treating Indians with the same 
polite consideration he would consider 
necessary with his fellow-men at home. 
And one recalls how in Shaw's “Pygmalion” 
the slum girl is taught to be a lady chiefly 
by treating her as one. Indians were 
equally apt pupiis—and directly they were 
treated as equals, this social consciousness 
began to make itself felt. 

However, Mr. Singh declines to be pes- 
simistic. He concludes: 

“The situation is by no means hopeless. 
India can be conciliated, and in her as well 
as in Britain's interest, she must be per- 
suaded ‘to get over her present bitter 
mood.” 


OUTH AT THE HELM. 

Ever sinc. the armistice was signed a 
clamor has been going up about the trend 
of the rising generation—against what might 
be termed the revolt of youth. The young 
folks of today have not the manners nor 
the ideals of those of yesterday.

There is no substan- 
tial probability that twelve minds 
will come any nearer the ultimate 
truth than will nine minds. More- 
over, and this is the most persua- 
sive factor, the requirement of 
unanimity inevitably puts a pre 
mium on ignorance, indolence, bias, 
prejudice, inattention, corruption 
and chicanery in the jury box. 
Nowadays, one person afflicted 
with any of these vices can pre 
vent the rendition of a just verdict. 
It may be possible to buy or 6e- 
duce one juror; it is much more 
difficult and! correspondingly dan- 
gerous to attempt the suborning 
of a larger number. Yet, under 
present practice, the failure of 
even one to function fairly and ef- 
ficiently, nullifies the efforts of all 
the others. Such prepotent power 
and evil should not be lodged in 
one mind in the jury box. 


The elimingtion of unanimity 
and the requirement of concur 
rence on the part of, say, three 
fourths of the jury, as is now the 
rule in civil cases under Califor- 
nia law, would spell for more ver- 
dicts in criminal ca It would 
result in the conviction of more 
men who are guilty and in the 
positive acquittal of more men 
who are innocent. *t would cheapen 
litigations for all concerned, hast- 
en final determination ne contro- 
verted questio eliminate many 
vexatious and induce 
greater confidence in the efficacy of 
our judicial tribunals. Only those 
who want to defeat justice will op 
pose it. é

To suppose that complete jus- 
tice can be attained under puch 
conditions {s to disregard the 
obvious and expect the well-nigh 
impossible.

They 
must forego the privilege they 
have arrogated to themselves to 
sit in judgment on criminal causes. 
They must cease trying cases in 
the public journals. If justice is 
to be done and right fs to prevail, 
if the menace of mistrials with tts 
accompanying criticism of law en- 
forcement is to be removed, juries 
must be accorded full and free op- 
portunity of reaching just conclu- 
sions untrammeled by nepspaper 
suggestion. 

In the opinion of many thought- 
ful publicists, the requirement of 
unanimity in the verdict of a jury 
in a criminal case has outlived its 
usefulness and stands now without 
adequate support in reason. It 
was enjoined when stern and most 
rigorous punishment was being 
meted out for trifling offenses. it 
was only little more than a cen- 
tury ago in England, whence came 
our jury system, that the theft of 
even so slight a thing as a pocket 
handkerchief was punishable with 
death.

LESSON NO, 6 
By V. H. Benioff 

Today we shall describe the con- 
struction of the crystal detector, 
which will operate in connection 
with the tuner dercribed yester- 
day. In the first place it will be 
necessary to make a holder for the 
crystal. One common method is to 
bend a strip of brass a half-inch 
wide and one inch long forming 
aU. By drilling a hole in the cen- 
ter at the bottom, the holder may 
be screwed to the base board of the 
set. The two arms are forced 
apart slightly, allowing the crysta) 
to be inserted between them. If 
the arms were properly adjusted 
they will hold the crystal tightly. 
Another method of holding the 
crystal is by means of a small 
cylindrical cup. As ordinarily avail- 
able in the radio stores these cups 
are provided with three set screws 
which hold the crystal. The crystal 
may be either silicon or galena 
and should be of the tested va- 
riety such as may be purchased 
at any radio dealer. Handle the 
crystal as little as possible since 
oil and dirt may render a good 
crystal useless. Referring to Fig. 
3 in Lesson No. 56, of yesterday, is 
the “cat whisker.” It is made of 
a piece of No. 26 bare copper wire 
(or better get phosphor-bronze 
wire) and is fastened to the bind- 
ing post 4. The “cat whisker” 
should be adjusted to allow its 
ends to touch the crystal lightly. 

INSTRUCTION FOR WIRING 

Having constructed the several 
parts just mentioned and mounted 
them on tine wood base, one is 
ready to connect the several taps 
to the switch contacts and attach 
the other necessary wires. Scrape 
the cotton insulation from the loop 
ends of the sixteen twisted taps as 
well as from the ends of the two 
single taps coming from the first 
and last turns. Fasten the bare 
ends of these wires to the proper 
switch contacts as shown by the 
corresponding numbers in Fig. 3. 
One should be careful not to cut 
or break any of the looped taps. 

It would be preferable to fasten 
the connecting wire to the switch 
contacts by binding them between 
the washer and the nut as shown 
at 3, Fig. 3. A wire to run from 
the back of the binding post 
marked “ground” in figure to the 
back of the left-hand switch-arm 
bolt Y, thence to underneath the 
left-hind binding post marked 
“phones.” A wire is then run from 
underneath the right-hand binding 
post marked “phones” to under- 
neath the binding post 4, Fig. 3. 
which forms a part of the crystal 
detector. A wire is next fastened 
to the tal holder and from 
there is connected to the rear of 
the right-hand switch-arm bolt 
(V,) thence to the upper left-hand 
binding post marked “antenna.”

THE PHONE 

It is desirable to use a pair of 
telephone receivers connected by 
a head band usually called :a 
double telephone head-set. 
telephone ceivers may be any of 
the standged cormumercial makes 
having a resistance of between: 
2000 and 8000 ohms. The double 
receivers will cost more than al! 
the other parts of the station com- 
bined, but it is desirable to get 
them especially if one plans to 
improve his set later. If one does 
not wish to invest in a set of 
double telephone receivers, a sin- 
gle telephone receiver with a head 
band may be used. The single re- 
ceiver gives somewhat leas satis- 
factory results, however. 


BUZZER 

Although the buzzer ts not ac- 
tually necessary it will prove to be 
quite useful in adjusting the detec- 
tor to maximum sensitivity, The 
buzzer may be any of the small 
high pitched buzzers now on the 
market. Current its furnished it 
from a single dry-cell battery. Con- 
nections are shown in Fig. 3. 


DIRECTIONS FOR OPERATING

strength of the signals. Should 
the signals be weak or entirely 
absent, the only method is to set 
the buzzer in operation. The “cat- 
whisker” is then moved about un- 
til the loudest response is heard. 
After the most sensitive point on 
the crystal has been found it will 
be necessary to tune the circuit to 
the station from which the mes- 
Sages are desired. The tuning ‘is 
accomplished by adjusting the in- 
ductance or number of turns of the 
tuner. That is, one or both of the 
switch arms are rotated unti] the 
Proper number of turns of wire on 
the tuner are made a part of the 
metallic circult between the 
antenna and ground. It will be re- 
membered that there are ten turns 
of wire between each of the first 
eight switch contacts and only one 
turn of wire between each two of 
the other contacts. The tuning 
of the receiving set is best accom- 
plished by setting the right-hand 
switch arm on contact one and ro- 
tating the left-hand switch over 
all contacts. If the desired signals 
are not heard, move _ the right- 
hand switch arm to contact two 
and again rotate the left-hand 
switch arm throughout Its range. 
Proceed in this manner until) the 
desired signals are heard.

Mayor Cryer said that he was 
impressed with the suggestion of 
the Los Angeles Chapter of thé 
American Association of Civil En- 
gineers of installing force suction 


i pumps into the main outfall to ac- 


ecllerate the flow and thus increase 
the capacity of the sewer. Presi- 
Gent Ralph Reed and Floyd G. 
Dessery of the engineers’ organiza- 
tion were present, and said that 
while that society believed that tho 
only permanent solution of the 
city’s problem was to build a new 
outfall sewer, that if force pumps 
werg installed in the sewer system, 
at an approximate cost of $200,000, 
and maintained in perfect working 
condition, 
sewer could be increased sufficient- 
ty to handle the city’s sewage for 
the next twelve months, which 
would give time to construct other 
additions to the sewer system. 

City Engineer Griffin and Chief 
Engineer Mulholland of the water 
department said that it would be 
extremely dangerous to place 
pumps in the main sewer, as the 
pipe under pressure might burst 
and dam up the entire sewer sys-. 
tem.

BANDIT OVERPOWERED 

One of the asserted bandits then 
attempted to draw a weapon, but 
Was overpowered by Deputy Sheriff 
Bright and disarmed.

The authorities learned from 
Mr. Dunham, the president of the 
bank, that the bandits entered the 
establishment at just 12:36 p.m.

British Peer Sells Holdings 
to Corporation 


The purchase of the famous 
Fitzwilliams ranch, comprising 
7500 acres twenty miles southwest 
of Fresno, by a syndicate of San 
Francisco and Los Angeles men 
was announced yesterday by David 
Blankenhorn. local capitalist. In 


addition to Mr. Blankenhorn the 
syndicate includes Herbert Fieiach- 
hacker, president of the Anglo and 
London-Paris National Bank of 
San Francisco; T. C. Tiléen, vice- 
president of the Anglo-California 
Trust Company of San Francisco, 
and I. A. Nares, for many years 
the president of the Fresno Canal 
Company. 

The ranch, considered one of the 
best properties in the San Joaquin 
Valley. consists of bottom lands 
along the Kings River. The near- 
est town is Burrell, and the entire 
ranch lies within the Stinson-Bur- 
rel Reclamation District. The 
Summit Lake branch of the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad runs through 
the ranch. 


PRICE WITHHELD 

The consideration involved in 
the transaction wae withheld, but 
the ranch is valued at approxi- 
mately $800,000, and it is under- 
stood that the purchase price was 
in the neighborhood of this figure. 

A corporation, with a capitaliza- 
tion of $1.000.000 will be formed, 
with Mr. Nares as its president and 
executive head, to take over the 
management of the property. Plans 
are being made to proceed immedi- | 
ately with the development of the 
ranch, which has heretofore been 
devoted principally to the produc- 
tion of grain, although 1100 acres 
were planted to alfalfa by the for- 
mer owner. Lord Fitzwilliams. 

Included in the transaction were 
a number of modern ranch build- 
ings, and a large amount of farm- 
ing machinery and equipment. A 
number of roads traverse the 
ranch, and water sufficient to carry 
on full dévelopme work is sup- 
plied by a system Of canals. 

The plans of the new owners In- 
clude the full development of the 
property, the subdivision of a por- 
tion of it, and the stabilization of 
the water rights. 

Lord Fitzwilliams, a member of 
the British peerage, acquired the 
ranch in 1912, and under his su- 
pervision most of the present im- 
provements were installed. Nego-

pot the case, and placing it on the 


calendar for reargument in Sac- 
ramento on May 3, next. The court 
wants ditional authorities on 
the folloWing three points only: 

Is the allowance made to the 
veterans of the late war under 
thedill a gift within the meaning 
of Article VI, Section 31, of the 
Constitution; if it is not’a gift, is 
it an allowance or grant to an 
agent or a servant, within the 
Prohibition of Article VI, Section 
31; assuming that the proposed 
benefit to thé veterans under the 
Educational] Act is neither a gift, 
Zrant nor allowance within the 
meaning of Article VI, Sections 32 
and 33, and that for some pur- 
pose the Legislature may designate 
the veterans as.a class, and by gen- 
eral law legislate with reference 
to such class, can it do so when 
the sole basis of the classification 
is gratitude or moral obligation? 
In regard to the second ques- 
tion, the court says: “Note ‘n this 
connection that the decisions up- 
holding pension laws and allow- 
ances by the State as made for the 
public service, places the decision 
upon the grounds that the serv- 
ices of the soldiers were. rendered 
tf the State as well as to the na- 
tion.”

LENT TALK 
URGES ZEAL 
Six Listen to 
Noonday Sermon in Mo- 
rosco Theater 


“The spirit of God is as power- 
ful today as it was in the day of 
Pentecost,” said Coadjutor Bishop 
Stevens of the Bpiscopal diocese 
of Los Angeles, speaking before 
600 persons at the noon Lenten 
service at the Morosco Theater 
yesterday. 

“Our lack of zeal for the cause 
of Christ, our want of peace and 
of pure joy in the labor of love 
for our fellow-men are not to ‘be 
attributed to the waning power 
of thé holy spirit, but to our own 
upathy, selfishness and lack of 
faith,” continued Bishop Stevens. . 

“I think it was Chesterton who 
said that Christianity has not been 
tried and found waiting, but that 
it had been found difficult and has 
not yet been tried. It was a 
dramatic, wonderful moment in 
Christian history when a handful 
if disciples, gathered together aft- 
er the ascension, were suddenly 
baptised with the flame of the Holy 


Spirit. That baptism transformed 
them, transfigured them, revital- 
ized them. It refreshed their 


memories, inspired their hearts, re- 
newed their courage and seygt them 
forth to gather thousands into the 
fold of the Good Shepherd. 

“We, too, might receive the visi- 
tation of that divine comforter, if 
we would only give the spirit a 
chance. The disciples waited in 
quiet worship until they were 
charged with the current of light 
and truth that descended ‘upon 
them from above and they then 
wegt ‘out to begin the work of 
conquering the world for their Mas- 
ter. Today the system seems quite 
the reverse. We heve enough of 
noisy worship, enough protestation 
of our admiration for the supseme 
character of history, but all too 
little mediiation, too little silent 
worship that invites the spirit in- 
to our lives, 

“There was one day in the 
earthly life of our Lord when He 
was popular with the multitude— 
on that historic Palm Sunday many 
centuries ago. But the acclaims 
of the populace were not the re- 
sult of true worship, but rather of 
selfishness and idle curiosity and 
of that impulsive social impetus 
that, on various occasions and for 
various causes, sometimes sweeps 
thousands of individuals into fever- 
ish demonstrations. And because 
it was not true worship it did not 
last, it meant aothing. 

“Tt is in our eilent, meditative 
moments, when we earnestly pray 
for faith and wait for grace, that 
the spirit which guides us into all 
truth descends upon us and trans- 
forms our lives. That spirit is as 
potent today as it was in days of 
old and only waits our invitation 
to come down and be our guide.” 


Lite Work of 
Osteopath is 
Paid Tribute 


Friends of Dr. Frank C. Jones,/ 


who died March 28, are paying 
high tribute to his record in South- 
ern California as an osteopathic 
practitioner, especially in his tire- 
less and successful efforts during 
the Spanish influenza epidemic. 
Dr. Jones, after four years ‘on the 
faculty of the Pacific College of 
Osteopathy, decided that his duty 
lay in practice rather than teach- 
ing, and he again entered generel 
work in time fo meet the demands 
of the epidemic.
